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School Bus Vandalism Keep 
. Sheriff's Dept. Busy

_. Michael J. Todaro, age 51, of Howell, Michigan, was 
killed in a hunting mishap Sunday at about Noon in Lovells 
Township. The hunting death marks the second recorded 
during the 1978 Michigan antler season. Crawford County 
Sheriff Dept. deputies termed the shooting death, “acci- 
dental”, although the incident is still under investigation. 
Todaro was found sitting in the front seat of his van by 
another hunter in the area, hit by a bullet that pierced the 
vehicle's left rear view mirror and entered through an open 
window, striking the victim in the chest. The incident 

occurred some two miles northwest of Lovells. 
* * * . * 


Crawford County Sheriff's Dept. deputies are also 
investigating an armed robbery which occurred at the Old 
Dam Party Store, M-72 West, and took place about 10:00 
p.m., Sunday evening. According to Sheriff's deputies, a 
lone bandit entered the store wearing a stocking mask, bran- 
dishing a “long gun", and made off on foot with an undeter- 
mined amount of cash. Police speculate that he was picked 
up shortly after fleeing the store by an accomplice. No 
suspects are in custody at the present time. 


An act of malicious destruction Sunday night resulted 
in the closing of Crawford-AuSable Schools on Monday 
when school buses, housed at the bus “corral” adjacent to 
the high school on Old-27 North. fell victim to culprits with 
apparently irresponsible minds. A total of some 18 buses 
were disabled by vandals who severed brake lines, cut 
electrical wires and performed other malicious destruction 
to render the vehicles useless on Monday. 

According to Sheriff's Dept. deputies, the vandals 
responsible for the crime scaled a 6-foot fence, topped by 
barbwire, to conduct the bus damage. The incident was 
reported shortly after 6:09 a.m. by Vern Hoag, just before 
buses were scheduled to roll Monday morning. Repairs were 
expected to be complete on Monday with resumption of 
schools scheduled for Tuesday. Damage in total was 
estimated (conservatively) at well over $1,000.

Notice To 
Rural Postal 
Customers 


The cooperation of rural and 
suburban postal customers in 
helping to keep private roads 
passable and approaches to 
mail boxes clear during the 
coming winter months was 
requested today by Postmaster 
Jim Baker. 

“Postal customers are re- 
sponsible for keeping approach- 
es to their mail boxes clear of 
snow and other obstructions 
that would make mail delivery 
difficult or impossible.” Post- 
master Baker said. “People 
should be aware that failure to 
clear paths to mail boxes 
promptly after heavy snows may 
temporarily prevent the carriers 
from making deliveries. Cus- 
tomers will be contacted if they 
have an obstructed mail 00x." 

There may also be a need to 
ask postal customers to relo- 
cate their boxes on a new fine of 
travel if excessive and extended 
detours are necessary, the post- 
master said. 

“Hignway officials are re- 
sponsible for keeping public 
toads passabie and in good 
repair,” Postmaster Baker sa‘d. 
“But in areas where mail service 
is provided over roads not main- 
tained by road authorities, the 
owner of the road is rasnon- 
sible.” 

Rural and star route carriers 
will make every reasonalbe 
effort to serve the greatest num- 
ber of customers during severe 
weather, the postmaster said. 
“But service on foot when roads 
are impassable is not required. 
Also, when state highway au- 
thorities,or local police consider 
toad travel hazardous, postal 
service may be curtailed until 
the inclement weather abates," 
he said. 

The postmaster urged anyone 
with a question on winter 
weather road conditions and 
mall service to contact the 
Grayling post office.

: Comparison 
Shop For 
That Parka

You don’t have to give winter 
the cold shoulder this year, 
especially with the variety of in- 
Sutatéd Ciothing availabie. 

When you get ready to buy 
that parka or ski jacket. you doa 
littie comparison shopping to 
find the garment tbat best suits 
your cold weather needs. 

Many of the jackets are con- 
Structed of either an insulated 
nylon rip-stop or nylon taffeta 
fabric. Differences between the 
fabric types invoive the weave 
pattern and can be detected 
only with a microscope. 

In general, nyion jacket mate- 
rial is lightweight and water 
repellant and, because it is 
tightly woven. it biocks out 
wind. Both types of nylon are 
tear resistant — more.or less, 
depending on the fabric weight 
— and abrasion resistance. The 
only drawbacks are a tendency 
to ravel — this can be corrected 
by finishing the seams — and a 
law melting point. 

Consider exterior design fea- 
tures. too, before making a pur- 
chase. Among the most prac- 
tical design extras to look for in 
a jacket are a hood, a zipper flap 
closing to keep out the wind, 
insulated pockets with clos- 
ures, knitted or elasticized cuffs 
to keep out cold air and a belt or 
drawstring at the waist to give 
additional protection from wind 
or snow. 

Though nylon ski jacket ex- 
teriors differ only slightly, a 
variety of interior insulation 
products are available. The 
most common are poiyester 
batting and down. 

Polyester batting is less ex- 
pensive than down. A nonaller- 
genic fiber, it dries fast and 
does not mildew, but it loses its 
insulating ability when wet. 
Polyester is flammable, heavier 
by volume and less compress- 
ible than down. 

Because polyester is a man- 
made fiber, a variety of weights 
and weaves are available. Sev- 
éral brand name forms of poly- 
ester have been developed for 
maximum warmth in winter 
outerwear, The batting is as- 
sembied in sheet form before it 
is marketed and partially sta- 
bilized for easier handling. It is 
often quilted to prevent shifting 
inside garments. 

Down insulation is usually 
made with the undercoating of 
geese. The fluffy, light fila- 
ments that grow out of quill 
points are orocessed without 
the points. 

Government regulations sti- 
pulate that any garment labeled 
“down" must contain at least 89 
percent down and no more than 
20 percent feathers. 

Down is the warmest insula- 
tor for its weighi. Most down 
garments are machine washable 
and very resilient. They take 
longer to dry than their polyes- 
ter counterparts and may mil 
daw if Got thoroughly dried. 
Down has a lendency to mat 
and lose its insulating ability if 
it gets wet. People who are 
allergic to feathers may have 
trouble wearing down - lined 
clothing. 

Before purchasing a winter 
nylon jacket, make sure you're 
dealing with a reputable store 
and manufacturer. And be sure 
to read garment labels closely 
— they are a good source of 
information. Look for instruc- 
tions for cleaning. an explana- 
tion of fiber content. weight, 
yarn type and finish, 

In addition to ready-to-wear 


- jackets, complete kits are avail- 


able for the construction of 
winter garments at home. If you 
sew, you can save -approxi- 
mately 30 to 50 percent ‘of the 
store-bougnt item's cost by 
making it from a kit. You can 
also make winter fashions from 
commercial patterns. Be sure to 
make allowances for garment 
bulk.

LANSING — The Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
warns motorists that Oc- 
tober, November and De- 
cember are the peak months 
for car-deer accidents in the 
state. 

During 1977, there were a 
record 16,315 accidents over 
the 12-month period. Two 
parsons were killed and 840 
injured. 

In Crawford County, there 
were 162 car-deer accidents 
and 11 persons injured dur- 
ing 1977. 

Dave Arnold, DNR deer 
specialist, says more deer 
are killed during the last 
three months of the year be- 
cause of the deer mating 
season which keeps the 
whitetails on the move. 

With over a million deer in 
the state, Arnoid says moto- 
rists should take extra pre- 
caution as they drive along 
Michigan roads and high- 
ways this fall and winter. 

“Slow down as soon as 
you see a deer,” he says. “A 
deer standing alongside the 
road may jump in fro.ut of 
you at the last second. Be 
especially alert during even- 
ing hours. And if you see 

one deer, there are probably
